Hetti Frings did 
a masterful job of selecting 
just the right incidents from 
Thomas Wolfes long and 
rambling novel and com- 
pressing them into a com- 
pact play. There is no doubt 
that Thomas Wolfe. showed 
genius in his diffuse novel, 
but a lesser talent than Miss 
Frings might have bungled 
the business of making the 
beautifully drawn characters:

“Look Homeward Angel“ 
is an autobiographical novel 
which tells of the growth 
and disintegration of the 
Gant family under the do- 
violent, poetic.

There 
were many children in the 
Gant family. but it ig Eu- 
gene, the youngest, who fin- 
ally manages to disentangle 
himself from the tentacles of 
the mother and her octopus- 
like third-rate boarding 
house, which has a strangle- 
hold upon the family. For 
the purposes of her drama, 
‘Miss Frings sets her scene 
within the space of one 
month’s time, when Eugene 
is 17 and finds love and ner 
courage.

Peter Fryes direction 
shows a sensitive awareness 
of the undercurrents. the 
mixed motives and the inner 
devils which drive the Gants 
to behave as they do.
